COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Commissioners brought in the 
following report: 

The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlémen,—We submit our regular 


‘report as follows: 


1. On’ 11th inst. Mr. Hill, engineer 
of tie Canadian National Railways in- 
terviewed us regarding the stock yard 
site near the exhibition grounds. He 
wished to have the fence on the “est 
side of the Exhibition grounds moved. 
We informed him that as soon as the 
company wished to operate the stock 
yards the fence would be moved, but 
that, until that time, we did not wish 
to move it. 

2. Present indications point to 
floods in Waskasoo Creek and the 
River this spring. We have request- 
ed Foreman Jones to inspect all bridg- 
es and put them in the best condition 
possible to withstand high water, 
but the bridges on Ross and Ist St: 
South, particularly, are almost beyond 
repair, and either or both of these 
may go out. The bridge on 5th St. 
North is also in bad shape, due to the 
piles heaving and the bridge buckling. 
The footings are also in bad shape. 
{t may be possible to repair this tem- 
porarily, but the other two bridges 
must be replaced very soon. 

In case of very high water in the 
river the intake walls will be damag- 
ed by having the bank in whieh they 
are located washed away. By build- 
ing rip rap on the up river side of the 
walls they will be partially protected 
but soon it will be necessary to build 
a protecting wall. If you approve we 
will have Foreman Jones build some 
rip rap. 

3. The depth of snow and the warm 
days and cold nights make it difficult 
to handle‘the street water, but so far 
we have not had any serious trouble. 
It is costing much more than in for- 
mer years to handle this. 

4. We recommend that we be auth- 

orized to have the additional names 
we have secured of those serving -in 
the Great War added to the honor 
roll. - : 
5. Some of the cement walks are 
cracking badly, and the cracks will 
have to be filled with asphalt during 
the summer to prevent further dam- 
age. 

. We submit by-law for appoint- 
ment of Hospital Commissioner. 
7. We submit accounts for 

authorization to pay. _

THE LATE HARRY ZARTH. 


The funeral of Mr. Harry Zarth, 
aged 28 years and 10 months, took 
place Thursday afternoon, March 18th, 
from H. G. Stone & Sons’, Rev. W. G.

Swift Canadian Co. vs. Innisfail Agrl- 
cultural Soclety and 1917 Directors. 


At the Supreme Court last week 
the following cases were tried: 

The Swift Canadidn-Co, sued the In- 
nisfail Agricultural Society and, inthe 
alternative the 1917/directors thereof-- 
Messrs. T. Rawlinson, Jas, Milligan, H. 
B®. Shenfleld, Fr. W. Archer, A. B. Me- 
Gorman, Robt. Stuart, W. L. Center, 
Chris. Moffatt, Joseph Smith, Wm. 
Geary, Geo. S. Rosamond and Jas. 
Wilson, most of whom were present at 
the trial and a number .of whom gave 
evidence—for $1678.30, loss alleged to 
have been suffered by the Company 
on two shipments of cattle to them at 
Edmonton and Winnipeg by Harbison 
& McMillan, cattle buyers,, of Innisfail, 
in May, 1917, owing to the cattle being 
weighed overweight on the Innisfail 
stockyards scales which were operated 
by the Agricultural Society,,Mr. Pen- 
dergast being the weigher, and which 
were not in proper weighing condition 
at the time. The action was taken 
under the Dominion Weights and Mea- 
sures Act which provided heavy pen- 
alties for false weights from public 
weighers up to three times the, loss. 
The Swift Canadian originally claim- 
ed for treble their alleged loss, but re- 


‘duced their claim at the trial to what 


they considered their actual loss as 
nearly as it could be arrived at, that 
is, $1678.30. 

The scales had been put in some 
years ago ‘by public subscription of 
farmers and business men of Innisfail, 
the farmers being rebated weighing 
fees up to the amount of their sub- 
scriptions. The Innisfail Agricultural 
Society became the natural -guardians 
of the scales because of the wish of 
the community, and the receipts from 
weighing were divided between the 
weigher and the Society on a 50-50 
basis. Mr. McArthur had been appoint- 
ed secretary of the Agricultural So- 
elety,and Mr. Pendergast weigher, in 
the same resolution of the directors. 


The weigher gave records of the 
weights on a slip headed “Innisfail 
Agricultural Society Official Weigh 


Scales.” It was practically admitted 
by the defendants that the scale was 
defective early in May, 1917, but they 
contended that this was known to the 
cattle buyers. The C.P.R. had levelled 
up the stock yards the year before, and 
the scale had to be raised the next 
spring, as the earth was working in, 
and it was found that the bed timbers 
carrying the bearings at one’ corner 
had rotted, and new timbers had to be 
put in. The contractor Anderson who 
was employed by the Scales Committee 
of the Agricultural Society, was finish- 
ing up the job when Harbison & Mc- 
millan, on May 1, were weighing cattle 
for shipment to the Swift Co. at Ed- 
monton on the town scales, They were 
dissatisfied with the facilities at this 
scale, and came over to -the_ stock 
yards scale, and decided to use it. The 
usual weigh scale slips as to the num- 
ber of cattle weighed and the weight 
were given, and these were forwarded 
to Edmonton. The weight at Edmon- 
ton was lower than -the Innisfail 
weights, shrinkage allowed, but the 
draft covering the selling price of the 
cattle was paid on the Innisfail weight 
sjips. The shipment to Winnipeg on 
May 11 was also found over-weight, 
but was also paid on the _ Innisfail 
weight slips. Then the Company in- 
vestigated, had a Weights and Meas- 
ures Inspector up from Calgary, who 
found that the scales were going over- 
weight about 10 per cent., one corner 
being especially to blame, Mr. Mc- 
Arthur said. 

The contention of the Swift Cana- 
dian Co. was that the Innisfail Agri- 
cultural Society operated the scale 
and appointed and employed the 
weigher, and were public weighers 
within the meaning of the Weights 
and Measures Act, receiving the pro- 
cdeds from the scales. The Company, 
they contended, had paid for the cattle 
on the official weight-tickets issued by 
the Society, and were quite justified in 
accepting them at their face value, and 


holding the Society responsible . in 
case of overweight. Officials of the 
Company and an Edmonton cattle 
dealer swore as to average shrinkage 
from Innisfail to Edmonton at 60 to 
80 Ibs per animal, and to Winnipeg at 
100 to 120 Ibs. The discrepancies in 
weights were 180 to 197 Ibs per animal 
at Edmonton, and 197 Ibs at Winnipeg: 
the Swift scales were inspected daily 
by their own men, and inspected at 
frequent intervals by the Department. 
That the I3dmonton draft had been 
paid without investigation having been 
made at the time was due to the ab- 
sence of the manager: at Winnipog. 
while the draft was accepted, investi- 
gation followed immediately. The Co. 
had paid more for the cattle than they 
should haye paid, and the Society, as 
the operator of the Innisfail stock- 
yards scales, was responsible for issu- 
ing the weigh scale tickets, on the 
figures and responsibility of which 
payments had been made and the loss 
suBbtained, F 

The contention of the Society was 
that they did not put in or own the 
scales, and only exercised a general 
supervision over their operation, the 
weigher being the responsible party. 
The share of the fees they received 
was to pay inspection fees and main- 
tain and improve the scales. The 
weigh scale tickets were simply memos, 
Mr. Ewing contended, as between the 
weigher and the farmer who weighed 
his animals, and were not intended as 
certificates of guarantee as to weights 
such as a.third ‘party was free to rely 
upon. The Swift Co. was not a party 
to the transactions at the scales. The 
shippers were well aware of the condi- 
tion of the scales, and the Company 
was debarred from claiming loss be- 
cause of payment of the drafts with- 
out dispute. There was also some 
doubt as to the shrinkage ailowance. 

The case went to a jury composed 
of R. G. Dawe, foreman, C. T. Eline. 
L. J. Porter, W. Irish, H. J. Cotton and 
H. J. Snell. Mr. Neil D. McLean? of 
Short, Cross, McLean & Co., Edmon- 
ton, appeared for the plaintiffs, and 
Mr. A. F. Ewing, K.C., Edmonton, and 
Mr. F. Oldham, Innisfail, for the de- 
fendants. . : 

The jury, after three to four hours 
deliberation, returned the following 
verdict: — 

“After careful consideration by this 
jury of the facts submitted in evi- 
dence in this action, we have unan- 
imously agreed on the following de- 
cision that the case against the de- 
fendants, be dismissed for the follow- 
ing reasons:— 

“That the defendants did not in 
fact own or operate the weigh scales 
in question in this action, and were 
not acting in the capacity of public 
weighers., : 

“That the plaintiffs were in pos- 
session of, such knowledge as would 
have enabled them to have withheld 
settlement until the correct weight of 
the cattle in question had been ascer- 
tained. 

“We are therefore of the opinion 
that the defendants cannot reason- 
ably be held responsible for loss 
sustained, if any, by the plaintiffs.” 
Mr. McLean contended that the ver- 

dict of the jury was perverse and con- 
trary to the evidence, but Judge 
Hyndman said that point would have 
to be settled by a higher court. He 
gave judgment for the defendants 
with costs.

SUPP, REVENUE TAK 
IN ALBERTA CITIES 
— ‘JO BE DOUBLED 


Will Be Levied on Mill Rate Basis 
Throughout Province. 


Details of the new methods to be 
followed in the levying and collection 
of the supplementary revenue tax ara 
contained in amendments to the sup- 
plementary revenue tax act supplted 
to the house Tuesday night. In the 
future, the tax will be levied on a 


ince, instead of ona flat acreage rate 
in rural districts, as in. the past. 
Also. the rate will -be equalized, 
throughout the province by a board of 
equalization, and the rate for cities 
is doubled from one mill in the past 
to two mills. ; 


MAKE-UP OF BOARD. 


This board, according to the terms 
of the amendments prepared by Hon. 
A.’G. MacKay, minister of muni. 
cipalities, is to consist of not less 
than three or more than five persons, 
one of whom shall be chairman, and 
who shall be paid for their services. 
The appointments are to be made by 
the lieuténant-governor in council and 
the proposal is that two members 
shall represent the cities, two the 
rural districts, and one the govern- 
ment in a five-board membership. 

The board is required to make its 
first report to the minister of muni- 
cipal affairs not later than January 
10, 1921, the report to contain a 
schedule showing the total equalized 
assessed value of each and every 
urban and rural unit in the province. 
Annual reports shall be furnished of 
these assessments on or before the 
same date of each year in the future. 


WORDING OF SECTION. 


The section relative to the method 
of making. the assessment reads as 
follows: 

“In every urban or rural unit, there 
chall be levied and collected fir tie 
year 1921, and annually thereafter by 
the assessor a supplementary r-venue 
tax at the rate of two mills on the 
dollar of the equalized assessed value 
as fixed by the bourd, of all rateable 
lands therein, exclusive of lands held 
under grazing lease or permit-from the 
government of Canada; 

“Provided that in the event of the 
tax payable on any lot in any sub- 
division or plan or any fraction of a 
quarter of section under this section 
being less than ten cents, the tax to 
be entered on the roll as payable on 
each such lot or fraction of a quarte 
section shall be ten cents; : 


STRIKING OF RATE 

“And provided always that where 
the total assessment of an urban or 
rural unit as fixed by the assessing 
officer differs from the total equalized 
asessment as fixed by the board, the 
assessor, secretary-treasurer or other 
tax collecting officer, as the case mzy 
be, shall strike a rate of taxation on 
the amount of the assessment as fix- 
ed by him that shall yield taxes under 
this act at the rate of two mills on the 
dollar upon the total equalized assess- 
ment as fixed by the board. y 

“There shall be levied on and _ col- 
lected from every taxable person for 
the year 1921, and annually there- 
after by the assessor, a supplementary 
revenue tax at the rate of one per 
cent. per acre on all rateable land in 
any rural unit held by him under graz- 
ing lease or permit from the govern- 
ment of Canada.”

ility of so deflecting it at such a@ speed 
within a short distance, the conclusion 
seems inevitable that, the ‘plaintiff's 
car must, if the testimony be true, have 
gone over the edge of the ‘grade into 


the ditch immediately after crossing | 


the rails, and at a considerable dis- 
tance east of where the collision actu- 
ally took place. As that did not hap- 
pen the only conclusion open to:me is 
that defendant exaggerated the ‘speed 
at which plaintiff's car was travelling. 
If he was capable of that he 
was equally capable of minimiz- 
ing his own speed and distorting other 
facts to suit -his own side of the case. 
Again, I cannot bring myself to be- 
lieve that the plaintiff Adeline Mahaftfy 
and her son deliberately and unneceés- 
sarily invented their story of the offer 
of settlement which defendant abso- 
lutely denies. I have, therefore, come 
to the conclusion. that defendant's 
testimony is not to be depended upon 
when it comes in conflict with that, of 
plaintiff’s witnesses. 

I do not place much value on_ the 
testimony of defendant's mother be- 
cause she was in such a state of ner- 
yous disorder both before and at the 
time of the collision as not to be able 
to form a very clear idea of what hap- 
pened. 

Having come to the conclusion in- 
dicated as to credibility, I find that the 
collision was caused by the negligence 
of the defendant in approaching the 
crossing at an excessive rate of speed 
and suddenly swerving to the left when 
the cars were close together. I also 
find that plaintiff's son was not guilty 
of any negligence which contributed 
to the causing of the collision. 

It follows that the defendant is liable 
to the plaintiffs in damages which I 

assess as follows:— 

Repairs to plaintiff's car, $72.50. 

Personal injuries to plaintiff, Adeline 
Mahaffy, $200.00. = : 

I disallow the item of $5.00 for dam- 
age to left front tire. This was caused 
by driving the car to Red Deer with 
the wheel out of line and was not a 
necessary consequence of the collision. 

I also disallow the item of $50.00 for 
general damage to the car because the 
evidence of loss, if any, on the re-sale 
of the car was too indefinite. 

I reduce the amount claimed by 
plaintiff Adeline Mahaffy from $300 to 
$200 because there was no satisfactory 
evidence as to the permanence or 
otherwise of the injury to the nose. 

‘There will be judgment for the 
plaintiffs for $272.50 and costs, in- 
cluding .costs of the examinations for 
discovery. 

Defendant’s counter claim will be 
dismissed with costs.

Joseph Woodsworth, of the Indian In- 
dustrial School, holding a responsible 
position under the government, admits 
in a letter to the Advocate over his 
own name that he got a telegram from 
his brother that he would pay them a 
visit and speak here if they wanted 
him. Mr. Woodsworth handed the 
matter over to Mr. Galbraith to carry 
out as he expected to be out of tha 
city most of the week. That fis how 
he came to Red Deer.

SEED GRAIN 


A number of farmers have informed 
me recently thit germination tests of 
their oats (i.e. 1919 crop) have prov- 
edit unsuitable for seed, and that they 
are obtaining séed elsewhere of satis- | 
factory quality. _ 

This is a very serious matter, for 
to every farmer -who tests his seed, 
there are probably four or five or 
more who take no precautions whatso- 
ever in the matter of testing. 

Generally speaking, the seed sown 
last spring was excellent, due to the 
ideal weather conditions of the 1918 
harvest. But harvesting conditions 
‘last fall could scarcely have been 
worse, frost, rain and snow all occur- 
ring as unfavorable factors to the 
grain coming through as first class 
seed.- 

In the interests of our community 
as a whole, and the individual farmers 
themselves, it is to be hoped that no 
grain will be used as seed this spring 
that has not been tested. Anyone who 
will take the trouble can make a vest 
with some soil in a tin or box; 
samples could be rushed through to 
the Dominion Seed Branch, Calgary, ! 
for a séven day test. I have some 
two or three dozen Seed Testers which 
I used two years ago, and I will glad- 
ly,loan these, so far as they will go, 
to farmers on request.

345,000,000 THEFTS 
FROM CARS SHOWN. 


“Booty Double That That in Any Pre- 
War Year. 


Wholesale looting of merchandise 
in transit on the railroads of the 
United States caused a loss of ap- 
proximately $45,000,000 in 1919, ac- 
cording to United States Railroad: 
Administration statistics made public _ 
recently. 

This is estimated to be more than 
double the losses sustained in any 
pre-war year, but it is pointed out 
that the increased cost of the com- 
modities stolen, roughly estimated to 
average 85 per cent. must be taken 
into consideration when comparing 
the losses in the days of low prices 
with losses now. Nevertheless there 
has been a steadily increasing num- 
ber of packages stolen, and the or- 
ganization combatting the thieves 
have met an increased ingenuity in 
diverting goods from their owners. 

A technique of robbery has been 
developed so highly that the methods 
of “master thieves” are similar in_ 
the United States, England, France, 
Italy and Argentina, according to a 
recent report of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce in Argentina, 
Detectives, however, are inclined 
to discredit that organization’s 
belief that a “widespread interna- 
tional organization” is at work steal- 
ing merchandise. 

Substitution is the usual method 
used by the thieves. Sometimes 
boxes supposed to contain velvets are 
found at their destination to be filled 
with calico or other cheaper grades 
of ‘cloth, but as a rule, waste paper 
is found. These are refesred to as 
“concealed losses” by railway men.. 
and are especially difficult to trace, 
as the shipment leaves and arrives 
apparently In good condition, and it 
fs almost impossible to discover at 
-what point the theft occurred. 

The silk industry has been one of 
the most severely hit in the last 
year, and so great has the risk bc- 
come that the Railroad Administra- 
tion has been cors'dcring excluding 
raw silks from.< the privilege of 
freight tran:portation by rail. The 
Merchants’ Association of New York, 
through its traffic bureau, has pro- 
tested against such an ¢xclusion, ad-, 
vocating some less radical measure 
to minimize or prevent the theft of 
alik in transit.

~ CRITICAL TIMES 
FOR THE PROVINCE 


South Edmonton Member Finds Fault 
- With Mitchell’s Budget Speech. 


Edmonton March 18.—Howard 
Crawford (opposition), South Edmon- 


, ton, chief financial critic of the gov- 


ernment, plunged at once into a rapid 
review of Provincial Treasurer Mit- 
chell’s budget speech at the night 
session of the house Thursday. Mr. 
Crawford found particular fault with 
the treasurer for not giving more de- 
tails about the state of the telephone 
department, for failing to make any 
mention of the critical railway situ- 


ation which confronts the province, 
and for omitting from the printed 
estimates a statement of the assets 
and liabilities of the province. 

In connection with the latter criti- 
cism he called attention to a printed 
circular which the treasurer had 
caused to be sent out eulogizing Al- 
berta’s assets, and including in them 
the school lands held by the federal 
government from which the province 
derives interest only, and which, he 
said, could not be put in a properly 
prepared financial statement as-~as- 
sets. 


FACING SERIOUS TIMES 


Contrary to Mr. Mitchell’s views of 
the dawn of an era of great prosper- 
ity he thought the province was fac- 
ing serious times. At the rate Alber- 
ta was piling up debts it would soon 


take all the interest from the school ! 


land funds to pay the interest on de- 
bentures. He especially noted the 


crease of the bonded debt in one year 
of $2,908,427, with a total direct debt 
of $34,635,200 and.a sinking fund of 
only $980,623, as an example of dan- 
gerous financing, comparing the 
‘net debt of $33,654,577 most unfavor- 
ably with simflar debts of Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba. 

Mr. Crawford severely criticized 
the treasurer for failing to give any

Mr. Crawford ridiculed what he 


called the small cash surplus shown | 


for the year 1919, and said that as a 
matter of fact it could be wiped out 
by juggling of figures in almost any 
department of the government, read 
ing a list of increased revenues of 
the various departments for 1919 to 
den-onstrate this. ‘The general ad- 
ministrative expenses of Saskatche- 


wan were out of all proportion, he 
argued, saying that in 1918 the 
administrative expenses of Saskat- 


chewan were $57,787, while in Alver- 
ta they were: For 1918, $111,016; in 
1919, $146,937, and estimated for 
1920, $228,340. 

The opposition critic went into con- 
siderable detail in an attack on the 
expensiveness of the agricultural de- 
partment, saying it was entirely un- 
justified by results.

“RHINE: VALLEY 


The Manchester Guardian says 
that, a year ago, when Lloyd George 
pressed the demand for the surrender 
of.German war criminals for trial by 
an. Allied ‘court, M. Clemenceau 
while the 
American representatives frowned 
and raised objections on various 
points of: form and fact. Since then, 
the Guardian says, Lloyd George 
has been inclined to back up on the 
demand,.while France is pressing it 
with vigor. The explanation given is 
that France is taking this course, 
not because she really desires the 
surrender of these war criminals, but 
becaue she wishes to make the aban- 
donment of this demand contingent 
on allowing France to annex.German 
territory right up to the line of the 
Rhine. “One of the most menacing 
features in the sufficiently menacing 
position in Europe is,” says the Man- 
chester Guardian, “the steady pres- 
sure of French policy to disrupt the 
German State at the Rhine. Foch, as 
is well known, was for annexation 
pure and simple. For the proper 
military frontier of France he pointed 
to the blue streak of that river on his 
map. That folly was not permitted, 
but the treaty provides for the occu- 
pation by the Allied forces of Ger- 
many west of the Rhine for: fifteen 
years as security for the fulfilment 
of the treaty. Now M. Millerand, M. 
Clemenceau’s successor in the Pre- 
iniership, comes forward with an ex- 
traordinary claim for the indefinite ex- 
tension of that period on the ground 
of Germany's infraction of the treaty 
through her refusal to surrender the 
persons accused of war crimes.” 

A corespondent of an English 
journal, writing on the same question 
says that General Gerard, command- 
ing the French occupying force in the 
Palatinate, issued in March of last 
year a private rescript ordering an en- 
ergetic propaganda calculated to con- 
vince the inhabitants of that province 
—the very heart of mediaeval Ger- 
many—that their material and moral 
interests depended upon union with 
France. Local pressure, this corres- 
pondent says, is being used by the 
French military authorities to attain 
the end desired. Under the original 
arrangement, while the French were 
‘in military command of the Rhifie 
district, the civil administration was 
in German hands. But, this corres- 
pondent says, German officials who 
have. resisted the attempt to secure 
the permanent annexation of this 
German territory to France have 
been displaced by French appointees.

IMPERIAL BANK 
"VS, WILKINSON 


The following intricate case was 
tried at the Supreme Court sittings 
last week: ‘ 

Imperial Bank v. Wilkinson. This 

* was an action brought by the Imperial 
Bank of Canada against O. B. Wilkin- 
‘son, Sylvan Lake, to recover some 
$3,350, balance due on check of H? F. 
Kenny for $4,000, and endorsed by 
Wilkinson. Wilkinson was buying 
grain for Kenny at Sylvan Lake on 
commission, and had had _ several 
transactions through the Sylvan Lake 
branch of the Imperial Bank, Mr. Hor- 
ton being sub-agent and accountant, 
the branch being subsidiary to Red 
Deer. On March 28 Wilkinson passed 
a draft for $4,000 on Kenny through 
the bank and that amount was placed 
to his credit. Mr. Wickens, manager 
at Red Deer, saw Mr. Kenny on Satur- 
day afternoon and Mr. Kenny agreed 
to arrange about the draft on Monday. 
On Monday Kenny handed in a $4,000 
check to the Imperial Bank of Red 
Deer which was taken out to Sylvan 


notificd. Wilkinson, before the Imper- 
ial Bank refused to honor two of his 
checks of $157 and $108, had checked 
out $3,350 of his $4,000 credit. He took 
action against the Bank for damages 
in dishonoring his checks, and an ar- 
rangement was come to that the Bank 
should assist Wilkinson to pay the 
two dishonored checks, and that Wil- 
kinson should sign over the $650 to 
his credit to the Bank. Wilkinson was 
then to withdraw his action for dam- 
ages, and he swore he understood that 
cleared up the $4,000. check matter as 
well. 

Replying on the representation that 
the check would be paid, Wilkinson 
allowed the cars of grain for which he 
pald out the money to be billed out by 
Kenny. ' 

Mr. A. H. Clarke, K.C., and Mr. 
Quigg appeared for the defendant. 
Mr. Clarke contended that no consid- 
eration had been given Wilkinson for 
the check. The credit of $4,000 had 
been placed to Wilkinson's account on 
March 28 before the check was drawn. 
Mr. Wilkinson's endorsation was pro- 
cured by assurances to him from the 
Bank officers that the check would be 
paid when presented in Red Deer. Mr 
Clarke contended that the draft of 
March 28 had been treated by the Bank 


money was not got-on Tuesday, the 
endorser should have beon notified on 
Wednesd..y. Then a settlement had 
been arranged between Wilkinson and 
the Bank. Was it Mkely that Wilkin- 
son would have given up the $650 and 
withdrawn his suit for damages un- 
less he felt assured that he was there- 
by settling up all claims of the Bank 
against him? The remedy of the Bank 
was against Kenny who gave the 
check and got the grain, not against 
Wilkinson, who had endorsed the note 
on the representation of the Bank 
officials that it would be paid. 

Mr. Frank Ford, K.C., Edmonton, 
and Mr. Payne, appeured for the Bank. 
Mr. Ford took the position that the 
Bank was simply an intermediary be- 
tween Kenny and Wilkinson, and that 
it simply transmitted to Wilkinson 
Kenny's assurances that the money 
would be forthcoming; it could not 
assure Wilkinson on its own account 
that the draft would be paid, as Ken- 
ny's account was at the Bank of Com- 
merce. Wilkinson had received con- 
sideration in being permitted to with- 
draw moneys: Horton and Wilkinson 
vere simply “carrying on” under the 
credit until Kenny came through. The 
Bank never accepted the check as 
payment for the draft. The_ check 
was not dishonored on the Tuesday by

BIG AREAS OF 
LAND OPENED TO 
“RETURNED MEN 


75,000 Acres of Hudson’s Bay Reserve 
Lands Available in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 


Ottawa, March 17.—Canadian farm- : 
ers will soon be able to settle in a: 
large area of western reserve land | 
which has been thrown open by the! 
crown, according to an announcement 
by the soldier settlement board. Ac- 
tion has been taken to dispose of 
75,000 acres of Hudson’s Bay reserve | 
lands, situated in the provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 15,400 
acres of Doukhobor reserve lands near 
Kamsack, Saskatchewan. 

A portion of the land will be sold 
April 15th and the proceeds given to | 
a reserve fund to offset settlement | 
losses and to aid returned men phys: | 
ically disabled whose condition and | 
circumstances necessitated their be-; 
ing settled on land. The remainder of 
the area will be thrown Open about 
April 30th for soldier grant entry. 
Assistance in the form of farm loaus ' 
for stock anc equipment will be given 
to those men whose knowledge of 
farming will enable them to proceed 
with. the development and operation 
of their Jands. 


Local officers of the Soldiers’ Set- 
tlement Board could not confirm the 
dates and data as furnished in the 
above report, neither had information 
reached local officials as to how the 
proposals would: benefit men of the 
Edmonton district. ‘i 

It is presumed the land referred to 
constitutes approximately’ 400.900 | 
acres of land given to the Hudson's 
Bay company over and above tho | 
amount stipulated in the Dominion 
government charter. 

At the time land was acquired by 
the Hudson's Bay Company an over- 
selection was made to the extent 


the acreage before stated. A great 
deal of this is located in the 'Turtle- 
ford district, north and east of Bat- 
tleford and also in Kamsack, Sask., 
neighborhood. 

During 1919 officials of the Sol- 
diers’ Settlement Board made a sur- 
vey of this over-selected iand with 
the result that it has since been given 
back:to the government and will now 
be made available for soldier settle- 
ment.

RELAPSING INTO BARBARISM 


The condition of Central Europe to- 
day is worse than it was even in the 
last stages of the war. - 

Sir William Goode, British Direc- 
tor of Relief, says that in Serbia there 
are cases on official record of those 
whose only food a year ago was the 
roots of plants and the leaves and 
stems of maize; sacks in some cases 
were sewn together in Neu of clothes. 
Fifty per cent. of the manhood of this 
people died in the war, and there are 
500,000 fatherless children, of whom 
150,000 are still in urgent need of 
care and education. In the report on 
Jugo-Slavia it is estimated that 35 
per cent. are suffering from clearly 
recognisable tuberculosis, while the 
total thus afflicted, including incipient 
cases, amounts to about 75 or 80 
per cent. 

Speaking of conditions in Austria, 
Goode says: “For the first time in 
my life I have found a whole nation, 
or what was left of- it, in utter, hope- 
less despair. _Inability to obtain a 
ration, in itself insufficient to sup- 


port human life, and the _misery of 


We 


hundreds and thousands who, in an 
early winter’s snow, shivered without 
heat or the hope of getting it, were 
bad enough, but it was nothing com- 
pared with the apathy, the helpless- 
ness and the loss of hope that per- 
vaded every class, from the highest 
to the lowest.” 

Cencral and Eastern Europe are, 
the Manchester Guardian says, re- 
lapsing into conditions of barbarisnr. 

Pestilence, the-invariable sequent 
of war, is raging around the world. 
The Russian refugees in the Baltic 
States are suffering from Typhus, in- 
fluenza and dysentery. Thousands 
have died of typhus in the Ukraine 
and Poland. According to the oflicial 
Soviet figures there were 1,340,000 
cases of typhus in Sovict Russia in ! 
the six months ending March, 1919; 
since then it has increased. In East- 
ern Galicia-there are reported more 
than 100,000 cases of spotted fever 
with 10,000 deaths. 

As one means of relieving the dis- 
tress the City of Bradford, Bngland, 
{s preparing to adopt 1,000 children 
from Central Europe, while Manches- 
ter is expected to take 2,000.
